in length oꝛ bygneſſe, ſomtpme thep were 
gone clene awape alone, and manp tpmes 
they haue ſpoken'. And it was Jawfall fo: 
no man to doubte, oꝛels frelpe, that is to 
ſape — to talke of, theſe thpnges, pee a 
man had ſtonde in daunger of hys lyfe pf 
he had not woꝛſhypped andreceaued theſe 
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wycke due ſſes as thynges that had come 
from God hpm ſeift, and ſet foꝛthe to be 
woꝛſhypped. Antichzifte that Byſhop of 
Rome not bepnge cotente wpth theſe ab- 
bominavle thpnges,and wyth the exteme 
ſuperſtycton and marypſfetce Idolatry of 
the people, dpd almoſte euery dap cons 
ſecrate new Gods, that 1s(as they call tt) 
canonpſed them, dpd ether inſtitute new 
pylgrimages, 0: els confirme ſuche as 
were inuentec 02 receaued alreadye 2 he 
choſe oute relpques of $ mooſt {tpnkpng 
and wpckedmens bones, and ſette them 
foꝛthe to be wozſhppped , pee a pzampſed 
pardon to the woꝛſhyppers of them, and 
commaunded holpdapes fo: thoſe fapned 
Goddes, a leſte nothpnge vndone which 
myghte encreace. noꝛpſh, oꝛ ſet foꝛth Jdo- 
latrpe: and dyd ſa coꝛrupte the true relp / 
gion, that the verpGentples were neuer 
muche moze cozrupte . Beſpde thys the 
How man» pzouable appt araunce and wounderous 
— Ce c(tpmacts of falſe mpꝛacles dpd deceaue 
coaned tyke àll the wyſeſt men in a maner. Jt lacked 
ot np. but lptle.that we were not compelles ca 
racics of ; haut wozſbppped in þ ſteade of true ſpg- 
holy Net nes g mpracles of God. 5 ſpanes 3 won- 
Jotwecd . ders, whyche certapne blacke eres <br,

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ſrerate to the deuell had wpckedlpe done 
in p cytpe of Berne in Nuchtlande, not 
wythoute the helpe of wptchcrafte pou 
map be ſure. Thep wente alreadp about 
the confpꝛmacton and app:obacton of the 
Wpiſhoppe of Rome, and they had lyghtlp 
obtapned it, but that the goodnes of God 
hauynge pptpe on the ſpmpleneſſe of the 
people. dyd bpſcloſe thps mptterpe of ini⸗ 
qupte to all the wozlde befoꝛe that it was 
fully fpnpſhed and ended, to the deroga- 
cion ↄ ſhame of oll other falſe mpꝛacies. 
J thynke that the bupldpng of theſe clop⸗ 
{ters of beggpnge Frerers, is one poꝛcid 
of $ cheſe of theſe tpenge ſpgnes. He ſhall 
nat be beleued Jknow well amonge our 
poſterpte.that ſhulde tell them that beg- 
gers in ſo ſhozte a ſpace, had buyldedſo 
large 2 goodlp houſes, of the whyche echt 
of them are ſuffictente foz to receaue s 
noꝛpſhe kpnges and pꝛyuces. But we ſs 
many thouſandes of theſe buylte vp on 
byghe,and retched foꝛth, vothe longe and 
large. and beſpdes that to haue gotten$ 
goodlpeſt pozctos of lande in all contrpes 
and cytie s. Yee and theſe deceauers tht⸗ 
ſelues, knowlegpnge thps wöͤder, do ſap: 
o pꝛynct oz kpnge coulde perfourme in

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certapne hundzedes of peares, Þ whpche 
we beggers (not wpthout mpzacle) haue 
fpnyſbed in fo lytle a ſpace. yet and haue 
ſo fpnyſhed them d our bupldpnges mape 
compare wpth the mooſt goodlyeſt olde 
places that are. God hath opened by this 
thpnge ( ſape thep ) that the rules of oure 
oꝛders do not ſo greatlp byſpleaſe hpm:as 
thoughe Daniell had not ſapde longe tp- 
me befoze,that thys ſhulde come to paſſe. 
Foz thus we reade of Antichꝛiſt in p xi. 
chapter: Such as wyll ſerue hym, he ſhall 
geue greate woꝛſhpppe and power, pee # 
make them Loꝛoes outer manye , # geue 
them the lande foznaughte.#c. 
Daule addeth therevnto, in all de- 
ct aueableneſſe of varpghieouſneſſe: vn⸗ 
derſtonde þ Antichziſte ſhall come after 
ſuche maner , Chat is to ſape, when he 
comme th , he (hail bzpnge wpth hym all 
kpnde of iniquite, where wyth he mpghte 
b:zpnge men awap from the truthe,equp- 
te, honeſtpe # ryghteouſneſſe , # w:appe 
men in ppocrpſp and erroures. We know 
therfoze that by the mtanes of antichꝛiſt

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ſaſtneſſe, voluptuoſneſſe, 3 maaſt vapne 
perſuaſions to be ſet vp in they:

Farthermore brethren praye for 
vs,that the vvorde of God may runne 
abrode,and be glorifyed as it is vvyth 
you, and that vve maye be delyuered, 
from vnrealonable and cuell men. Fot 
all men haue not fayth, but the LORD 
is taythfull, vyhyche thall ſtablyſhe 
you, and kepe you from euell. And vve 
haue good hope ot you thotovve the 
LORD, that ye both do and vvyll do 
that vyhych vve comaunde you.

Ther is nothpnge ſtronger in the

godlpneſſe.Foz it is a true ſapenge, that 

an hppocrptpcallfrende doth moꝛe hurte 

then an open enempe. Fo: ofthe one we 
take hede,and from the other we hpde no 
thpnge. Therfoze the greate dyſhoneſtt, 
wpckednes, x vnfapthfulneſſe that was 
vſed in thoſe dapes , dyd make the lyfe of 
Lh:ttten men, (whyche othcrpſe was 
ſharpe pnoughe)much moze bptter. But 
Paule moueth men vnto p:aper.z ſapth: 
Lonſpderpnge the greate daungers that 
the woꝛlde is nowe in, ther ts none other 
belpe but turne vnto pzaper. And he pꝛe · 
ſcrpbeth the pꝛync ppall thynges, whyche 
they thuld aſke of God bp thepꝛ contpnu⸗ 
all pzaper. pꝛſte that the woꝛde of Bd 
myghte runne abzode . and be gloziſped 
amonge all other nacpds, euen as it was 
dpuulgate amonge the Theſſalonians, 
and receaued of gadlpe me wyth an holp 


retopcynge.Und all the ſcrppture bearety 


wytne ſſe, that thps was the perpetuall a 
, 9 t, moot 
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mooſt feruenteſte e 02 deſpꝛe of all 
ſapnctes. And in þ fourth chapter of the 
Actes of the Apoſtles , the Apoſtolpke 
church dpd aſke thps one thpnge of God, 
that he wolbe geue the apoſtles grace 8 
ttrengthe to ſpeaze the worde of God 
wpth boldnes. We offende greatip nowe 
a dapes,that we do aſte theſe thpnges ſs 
coldlpe of God:pee and J woldt to God 
that we dpd not vtterlye foꝛgette to aſke 
them at all. Powe where as he ſaydt to 
runne ab;ode , he ſpake it after the com · 
munt ſpeche, and he mente, that it might 
encreaſſt and ſpꝛeade abꝛode apace wpth 
oute onplette. And the woꝛde is gloꝛp 
fpeb, when it is receaued of men, and all 
the glozpe geuen vnto God onelp. The 
ſccoce thynge that he teacheth to be aſked 
wpth pꝛaper is that we mape be delpue ⸗ 
red from vnreaſonable and eucll men:
